| World bofrre—and did, in fact, mention 


it six or eight months ago—that it was im- 
possible to foresee when. the negotiations 
would end, and that it was not much matter 
as to tho time, for the reasun that whenever 
thay wore ended, that only meant that thoy 
were just begun. This has indeed proved 
to be a compendious history of the case 
thus far, Tt wus next to impossible to get 
the Powers to agree to everything essen- 
tial, and in tho effort inonths were éx- 
pended, while the two Chinese High 
Commissioners were merely twiddling 
their thumbs, and marking time, When 
the twelvy Articles were announced as 
an Erreyocable Ultimatam,: this was aup- 
posed to have settled something. But 
it waa casy to see that in renlily they ware 
uorely a rinuefence put up within the 
limits of which the real contest was to take 
place, and that the struggle would in fact 
come over the details and the explanations 
of the Articles, As a matter of fact the 
progress since then has been slower than 
Lefore, ‘and thore is a far more pronounced 
difference of opinion between the ‘ Eight 
Banners’ of the ‘ Allies’ (surcustically so- 
called), than there has beer at any former 
period. 

Flow all this is to end it is not our. busi- 
hess to inform our readens in advance. 
They can pay their subscriptions ‘in ad- 
vance’ and take the news as fast as it is 
reeled off the wheels of Time, Lixperience 
shows that it isa sheer waste of the gray 
matter of the brain to endeavour to warn 
people of what is certain to happen.

detuil. Tho Manchu Field Force did co- 
operate with the other branches of the 
Chinese Army to exterminate Foreigners, 
and the Boxers were called in to act as 
‘Wings to the Tiger’ just as he said 
they would be, and it wes not the fault .of 
tho Tiger much less of the yings that the 
Legationa were not wiped out in fire and 


blood as was expected. The bearing of 
this upon tho present situation is direct. 
Tho winga havo been clipped, but the Tiger 
is not dead. In what way he shows his 
vitality wo shall-explain more fully at an- 
other time.

“The Taher 
carried four oflicers, five engineers and 8 
native crew, and was commanded by Cap- 
tain J. F, Tyndall.

Stirring Scene in. the Canadian 
Parliament. 


+ March 10.—Lioutennnt-General French's 

troops, who experienced difficulty in ob- 
taining supplics owing to the-bad weather, 
have now recoivad fullrations, The enemy 
made one continuous move hefore Lieu- 
tenant-Generat French. Foresecing their 
capture, thoy abandoned their women and 
children in waggons te the care of the Bri- 
tigh soldiors, wha burned many of the wag- 
gons and romored the women to protection 
camp3, 

March 12.—The War Office reports that 
Commandant De Wet is north of Brandfort, 
on the milway 30 miles north of Blocm- 
fontein, Continuous heavy raing havo in- 
terfered with the pursuit.

Mr Kruger, Dr Loyds, and other Boer 
envoys in Buropo havo had a conference at 
Utrecht. Some news which was then re- 
coived much upset Mr Krugor. 

The Independence Belge, published in 
Bruseels, and which is strongly pro-Boer, 
states that the emancipation of the Repub- 
lics is impossible, and tho struggle is use- 
lesa, harbarous, and criminal. It adda that 
all efforts ave desirable to prevent the 
extermination of the people.
